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MAYOR REPORTS ‘NO PROGRESS’ IN TRANSIT STRIKE 


DONNELLY SAYS 

HE IS LOOKING 

INTO’ POSSIBILITY 
Or STATE ACTION 


Workers Reject Public 
Service Commission 
Arbitration as ‘Loaded 
Dice’; Fair to Both, P.S. 
Co. Replies. 


The deadlock between the street- 
car union and the Public Service 
Co. remained unbroken today, and 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann grimly 
armounced that negotiations to 
end the paralyzing transportation 
tie-up “will continue without in- 
terruption, except for sleep, and 
allowing a minimum of time for 
that.” 

The strike, now in its eighth 
day, already has cost the com- 
munity more than $10,000,000, 
it has deen estimated. But 
after. a 10-hour conference which 
broke up at 3 o’clock this morning, 
all the Mayor could say was: 

“There has been no progress.”

Gov. Phil M. Donnelly, asked in 
Jefferson City if the state could 
take over the strike-bound street- 
car and bus lines or require the 
company to furnish service, re- 
plied: “I am looking into the mat- 
ter to see what might be done. 
There have been no requests to 
me from either side, but I am 
looking into it.” 

Hopes for a settlement yesterday 
were dashed when the strikers, 
balloting at morning and after- 
noon sessions, unanimously reject- 
ed a proposal that would have 
ended the walkout through new 
arbitration. This plan called for 
disregarding the disputed arbitra- 
tion award of June 10 and sub- 
mitting all issues involved in a 
1947 contract to the Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Commission. 

Union Distrusts Board. 

Walving its demand for a test 
of the old award’s validity, the 
company had announced its will- 
ingness to accept the rearbitra- 
tion proposal, but the strikers 
balked. Union leaders made it 
clear they distrust the Public 
Service Commission, three of 
whose five members ‘were ap- 
pointed by Gov. Donnelly, sponsor 
of the King-Thompson Act, which 
will outlaw public utility strikes 
in Missouri when it goes into ef- 
fect Sept. 10. 

Wtih the union’s rejection of the 
proposal for rearbitration, the 
company reverted last night to

NATIONAL GUARD 
OKS APPROVED 
10 AD HOSPITALS 


Governor Favors Proposal 
to Send 15 to Help Em- 

ployes Get to Work 
During Strike. 


Use of 15 National Guard trucks, 
with drivers, to transport hospital 
workers to and from their jobs 
during the transit strike was ap- 
proved by Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
at Jefferson City today. 

The Governor acted in response 
to an appeal from Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann, who said in a letter 
that the strike had “imposed a 
serious problem for our hospitals 
in securing’ the attendance of 
their employes.” : 

Col. Mark T. Martin, commander 
of the 138th Infantry, announced 
he would send members of the 
regiment this afternoon to Fort 
Leonard Wood, where the trucks 
are stored, to bring them to St. 
Louis for immediate use. Person- 
nel used were to include some 
full-time men from the armory at 
Spring avenue and Market street, 
others part-time mensbers called 


to active duty. 


um to Go on Active Duty. 

Detaled plans for operation of 
transportation routes will dictate 
the number of the regiment’s part- 
time ‘members which will have to 
be placed on an active duty basis, 
Col. Martin said. 
Earlier in the strike the Public 
Service Co., the union and city 
officials had agreed on a plan to 
use company busses and union 
drivers to operate emergency 
service for hospital workers, but 
later all decided that National 
Guard vehicles would be prefer- 
able so as to avoid public con- 
fusion which it was thought would 
result from appearance of com- 
pany busses on the streets, 

President Milton M. Kinsey of 
the Board of Public Service, who 
had been studying the problem of 
transporting hospital personnel, 
also had arranged to use seven 
Board of Education busses and 
drivers in event the army equip- 
ment were not obtained. 

Plan for Service Tomorrow. 

Kinsey said he hoped to place 
five emergency routes in operation 
tomorrow, using the army’s two- 
and-a-half-ton trucks, equipped 
with seats.

$2 CORN FUTURES 
AT TRADE BOARD 
FOR THE FIRST TIME 


Rise Laid to Shipments 
Abroad, and Rains Reducing 
Midwest Prospects. « 


CHICAGO, June 20 (AP)—Corn 
went above $2 a bushel on the 
Board of Trade today, but the 
record-breaking price failed to 
hold. The July future hit $2.00% 
in the first hour of trading, peak 
level for any corn future in the 
board’s 99-year history. The pre- 
vious high was $1.99% on July 10, 
1919. 


Cash handlers, sending out bids 
to the country on the basis of 
this price, obtained nearly 1,000, 
000 bushels of corn, which will be 
delivered here in the next several 
weeks. The July future went into 
a ‘tailspin, closing at $1,97 to 
$1.97%, off 1% to 1% cents from 
yesterday's final quotation, Other 
corn contracts were down 2% to 
3% cents. 

In the spot cash market corn 
sold as high as 32.26 %½ a bushel, 
but this was below the $2.29 peak 
in July of last year. Most grain 
is sold by the country on the basis 
of the future price. 

Grain men said the rise result- 
ed from a strong demand by grain 
houses which had sold corn for 
shipment overseas within a few 
weeks and are experiencing diffi- 
culty in obtaining the grain, and 
also from rains and floods in the 
Midwest which reduced harvest 
prospects. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 20 
(AP)—Corn reached $1.95 a bush- 
el on the July delivery in futures 
here today. It was the highest 
price paid on the Board of Trade 
here since it was established in 


1869.

TRUMAN TO GO UN 
RADIO TONIGHT ON

President on Air at 9—He 
Has Lunch With 13 
Senators and Urges 
Them to Read His Mes- 
sage ‘Very Carefully.’ 


WASHINGTON, June 20 (AP)— 
President Truman, bidding for 
Senate votes to uphold his labor 
bill veto, summoned 13 Senators 


to a White House luncheon to- 
day and urged them to read “very 
carefully” his message disapprov- 
ing the legislation. 

The President will go on the 
radio tonight and make directly 
to the people his arguments 
against the: Taft-Hartley labor 
bill. He will speak on all net- 
works beginning at 9 o’clock St. 
Louis time. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, one 
of the authors of the legislation, 
arranged to reply over the Mutual 
network at 9:45. 

11 Voted for Bill. 

Senator Russell (Dem.), Georgia, 
one of those who attended the 
luncheon, said there was no indi- 
cation in Truman’s presence as to 
whether any of the 
ent would change their votes to 
support the veto. 

‘Eleven of the 13 Senators who 
attended voted for the Taft-Hart- 
ley labor bill. 

“The President told us he be- 
lieves the bill is completely un- 
workable,” Russell said, “and he 
was really sincere about it.” 

“He asked us all to read or re- 
read the message very carefully 
and give it very careful considera- 
tion.” 

Asked whether he had decided 
to switch his vote and ballot to 
sustain the veto, Russell replied 
that he was going to read Tru- 
man's message again, He said he 
would vote to override unless a 
second reading convinced him he 
should abandon this course, 

Besides Senator Barkley of 
Kentucky, Senate minority lead- 
er, and the 11 no voted 
for the measure, the lunch- 
eon guests included Senator Over- 
ton (Dem.), Louisiana.

The House action had been 
expected, but the decision of 
the Senate is not certain. A 
Senate vote may not come be- 
fore late tomorrow night.

President Truman, in a sharply 
critical 5500-word message, de 
clared the Taft-Hartley bill would

peace nor to economic stability 
and progress” and “would be a 
dangerous stride in the direction 
of a totaliy managed economy.” 
The President declared the 
measure violates principles “essen- | 
tial to our public welfare” and is 
“completely contrary” to the basie 
national policy of “economic free 
dom.” 

Truman Urges Own Program. 

The message was definitely 
“pro-labor.”. Although he de- 
nounced in detail many of the 
bill’s provisions, the only alterna- 
tives Truman recommended was 
the vague and limited labor pro- 
gram included in his message to 
Congress in January. 3

Strikers Uphold Leaders, 
Members of Local 788, AFL 
Amalgamated Association of Street 
Electric Railway & Motor Coach 
Employes met at Carpenters’ Hall, 
1411 North Grand boulevard, to 
vote on the rearbitration proposal 
yesterday. The strikers were 
“quiet but very determined,” it 


executive secretary of the AFL 
Central Trades & Labor Union. 

Before rejecting arbitration by 
the Public Service Commission, 
the members unanimously Son- 
firmed their leaders’ rejection of 
an earlier proposal to let an ar-

Four days 
later, Chairman Rodowe H. Abe- 
ken, the public arbitrator, an- 
nounced a wage award of $1.22%, 
which a substitute company arbi- 
trator, Samuel W. Greenland, vice 
president of Public Service, had 
signed to make it a majority de- 
cision, 

The union rejected this award as 
illegal, but the company insisted it 
was binding. This precipitated the 
strike early last Friday. 

Mayor on Radio, 

Following union rejection of the 
rearbitration proposal yesterday, 
Mayor Kaufmann reviewed the 
situation in a talk broadcast by- 
Post-Dispatch Radio Station KSD. 
“Five methods for breaking the 
deadlock between the St. Louis 
Public Service Co, and the union 
have been developed during the 
conferences here in the Mayor’s 
office since early last Friday,” he 
said, “I regret to say that none 
has gucceeded in obtaining com- 
plete acceptance, and it now be- 
comes necessary to find still an- 
other way out of this unfortunate 
situation. 
“Of one thing I am convinced: 
There IS a way. It is my firm 
intention to stay here until that 
way has been found, I assure all 
of you who have been inconven- 
ienced and discommoded in the 
week now since stfeetcars ‘and 
busses ceased running that I shall 
not give up or adjourn these con- 
ferences until service is restored. 
“Already, according to the im- 
partial, fact-finding 
Research Institute, the strike has 
cost the community in excess of 
$9,000,000. A survey made for me 
by the institute! discloses that re- 
tail business here is suffering to 
the extent of $1,500,000 daily. The 
employes of the transit company 
have so far lost a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars. The city has had to 
forego $40,000 in badly needed 
taxes on the operations of the 
company, which, of course, has 
forfeited all ifs income for almost 
seven days. As I pointed out sev- 
eral days ago, I can see nothing 
but losses—no gains. 

Little Absenteeism. . 
“This is only the dollar-and- 
cents story of the losses, Others 
cannot be calculated. Hardship, 
inconvenience and sacrifice defy 
the reckoning of statisticians. In 
this connection I dave nothing but 
praise for the valiant and good- 
natured efforts of our citizens in 
helping one another during this 
transportation crisis. I am proud 
that absenteeism in our indus- 
tries is almost nil.

The president of Public Service, 
in a talk over KSD stated: 

“The union has rejected a pro- 
posal to arbitrate wages and work- 
ing conditions and thereby end 
the week-old strike that has halted 
streetcar and bus service on Pub- 
lic Service lines. In an earnest 
effort to restore transit service to 
the community, the company 
promptly accepted the proposal 
when it was made jointly by May- 
or Kaufmann and the United 
States Conciliation Service. 

“The proposal was fair to both 
the union and the company. It 
provided for submission of dif- 
ferences’ to the Missouri Public 
Service Commission, which would 
serve as an arbitration board. 
Such action is provided for in 
Missouri laws. Certainly the com- 
mission has no interest in the 
controversy between the union 
and the company, except that both 
sides get a fair hearing and that 
the decision protects the interest 
of the public and gives justice to 
both parties in the dispute. 

“The integrity of members of 
the commission is above question. 


The commission, created under 
state law to deal with utility prob- 
lems, a proper body to sit in 


arbitration of differences such. as 
those now existing between the 
company and the union. 

In view of the fact that the 
union and its advisers have, from 
the beginning of the strike, called 
for arbitration, it is difficult to 
understand their attitude toward 
the proposal made by the Mayor 
and the Conciliation Service. 

Union's Distrust of Courts. 

“A possible explanation of the 
union’s action is found in the fol- 
lowing. statement, made by the 
union and-its advisers, to the press 
and over the radio: 

“Unions do not want to go 
into the courts, whether they 
are formal or informal courts, 
because they are distrustful of . 
them. They have had some 
pretty bitter experiences in the 
so-called halls of justice.’ 

“This attitude is inconceivable. 
If American courts and legally 
appointed commissions cannot be 
trusted, where then can we look 
for justice? on 

“Members of the union have 
nothing to lose by the acceptance 
of the arbitration proposal. The 
proposal definitely provides that 
any decision by the commission 
shall be retroactive to Jan. 1, 1947. 
The company has agreed to pay, 
promptly, any back wages that 
may becomp due under the award. 
Acceptance of this proposal by the 
union would have restored street- 
car and bus service immediately. 
It would have prevented further 
loss in pay by union members 
now idle because of the strike.” 

Advertisement by Company. 

In a paid advertisement, the 
company today called on the un- 
ion to accept one of three plans it 
has rejected—rearbitration by the 
Public Service Commission, a 
court test on validity .of the dis- 
puted arbitration. award or a de- 
cision on the award's legality by

Pilot Reports : No Special 


Effect on Self or Plane 
in Four Dashes Over 
Course. 
n 


MUROc, Calif., June 20 (AP)— 
An Army jet plane, the PSO-R, has 
regained the world speed record 
for the United States at 623.8 
miles an hoar—approximately 10.4 
miles a minute. 

Streaking 50 feet above the Mo- 
jave desert near Muroc Army Air- 
fiéld, Col. Albert Boyd of Ashe- 
ville, N. C., piloted the Lockheed- 
built fighter yesterday on four 
runs over a%1.86-mile (three kilo- 
meter) course, The average topped 
by 7.8 miles an hour the 616 miles- 
an-hour mark set by a British 
Gloster Meteor jet plane Sept. 7, 
1946. 

With the wind, the P80-R 
reached speeds of 682.5 and 630.5 
miles an hour. The upwind runs 
were made at 617,1 and 614.7 miles 
an hour. 

The record will not be official 
until certified by the Federation 
Aeronautique International in 
Paris. Official observers, how- 
ever, pointed out that the new 
mark was made over the standard 
course ‘and according to all other 
international speed rules. 

It was the first time in 24 years 
that the United States moved into 
the top position, although a P-84 
Republic-built jet plane moved the 
mark up from 606 to 611 miles an 
hour on the same day the British 
announced 616 miles an hour. 

Flight Lasts 21 Minutes. 


Col. Boyd is chief of the flight 
test division of the Air Forces’ 
Air Materiel Command at Wright 
Field, Dayton, O. Although aloft 
only 21 minutes during the entire 
procedure, he had his hands full. 

“It keeps you busy as hell,” Col. 
Boyd said. “There are so many 
things to do and so many instru- 
ments to watch. You have water 
injection to iurn on and off for 
more power. And you must not 
exceed the prescribed altitude and 
must keep on the course, 

“But it’s a great feeling to set 

a new record.” 
He said that: “The success we 
experienced on this flight positive- 
ly demonstrates that speed well in 
excess of 600 miles an hour is 
practical and can be achieved in 
today’s airplanes.” 

He noticed no special effect on 
either himself or his plane as he 
approached the lower limits of 
the sonic barrier, Boyd said. 

(The speed of sound varies ac- 
cording to atmospheric conditions, 
but has been, placed at 760 miles 
an hour at sea level. Engineers 
point out that a plane traveling 
at the speed of ita sound might be 
shaken to pieces by the accom- 
panying vibration of the sound

Record crests for the rampaging 
Mississippi river in the reaches 
north of St. Louis were predicted 
today as tle flood rolled past 
Keokuk, Ia., toward the Hannibal- 
Quincy area, 

At. the levee, advance waters of 
the new rise halted the gradual 
recession of last week's overflow 
at the %84-foot stage, four feet 
above the flood mark, and increas- 
ingly higher stages are expected 
between now and next Wednesday 
when the crest should pass below 
the eity. 

At Keokuk, the river dropped 

from 20.2 to 20.1 feet at 1 a.m. 
The crest at that point- was more 
than eight feet above flood stage 
and only six-tenths of a foot be- 
low the record high mark set by 
the flood of 1944. Hannibal, with 
a flood stage of 13 feet, reported 
423.4 feet this morfiing and the 
river was still rising. Hannibal 
experienced its worst flood last 
week when the swollén waters 
reached the 23.9-foot stake. 
On the Illinois side of the river 
workers fought desperately to save 
the already battered Sny levee 
which extends 55 miles south from 
a point 10 miles below Quincy. 

The Engineer Corps said the 
situation in this area was critical 
since one-third of the levee dis- 
trict’s 114,000 acres have already 
been flooded by backwater from 
the Sny river which borders it on 
the east and empties into the 
Mississippi at the southern end of 
the levee. 

Residents Ordered to Leave. 

All persons living in the district 
were ordered to leave by local of- 
ficials and 12 deputies were as-

TO AID HOSPITALS

of Barnes Hospital, where the 
Hospital Council of St. Louis and 
the city’s Catholic Hospitals have 
established an office to co-ordi- 
nate transportgtion of hospital em- 
ployes, said the private hospitals 
have been having extreme diffi- 
culty in getting employes to the 
institutions. 

“The situation is slowly deteri- 
orating,” he said. “All the hos- 
pitals have had to let the non- 
essentials go, and maintenance is 
now down te a critical ebb. 


“The hardest hit departments 
have been the cleaning, laundry 
and dietary departments. Because 
of the shortage of nurses and 
other skilled workers, the hos- 
pitals have been able to do very 
little. Even if nurses and other 
skilled workers could have been 
pressed into service to do some of 
the maintenance work, it has been 
impossible because of the short- 
age of nurses. 


“Administrative personnel, in- 
cluding most of the superintend- 
ents, have been picking up em- 
ployes in their personal automo- 
biles, and hospital vehicles have 
been pressed into service. Thus 
far, the nurses, doctors and other 
skilled personnel have been able 
to get to the hospitals in their 
own automobiles or by share-the- 
ride plans. All clinics in the city, 
however, report about a 50 per 
cent drop ip patient load because 
of the strike. 


“Paradoxically, the number of 
persons in hospitals here is high- 
er than it ever has been, possibly 
eg of the strike. At least 
one blic Service Co. bus driver 
took advantage of the lay-off to 
bring his child to Barnes Hospital 
for treatment.” 

Details of the methods of opera- 
tion of the trucks have not been 
completed. It has been decided, 
tentatively, however, to furnish 
each hospital employe an identifi- 
cation card, and to place identify- 
ing pennants, such as American 
Red Cross flags, on the trucks. 

The Hospital Council has com- 
piled a listgof the names, addresses 
and working hours of employes of 
all hospitals. It is probable that 
the trucks will operate on as- 
signed routes, serving all the hos- 
pitals, instead of having one or 
two trucks assigned to one hos- 
pital, 

Dr. Francis M. Grogan, City 
hospital commissioner, said today 
in an informal report to Director 
of Public Welfare Henry S8. Caul- 
field that the transportation strike 
had not seriously affected em- 
ployes of city hospitals. 

“The situation is pretty good,” 
he aazid. “Absenteeism among em- 
ployes of city institutions is very 
low. We are feeling a little pinch,

ALL FORCES 10 AID 
FEDERATION IDEA 


U.S. Economic Power 
Needed to Preserve 
Democratic Tradition 
in Europe, He Says.

WASHINGTON, June 20—Suc- 

cess of the recent coup in Hun- 
gary has lent impetus to the idea 
prevalent in Europe that the 
United States cannot protect na- 
tions on that continent outside the 
Russian orbit from Communist in- 
filtration and subjugation, Sena- 
tor Fulbright (Dem.), Arkansas, 
said last night. 
’ Fulbright, co-author of a pend- 
ing concurrent resolution which 
would place Congress on record 
as favoring creation of a United 
States of Europe within the 
framework of the United Nations, 
spoke at commencement cere- 
monies at Wilson Teachers’ Col- 
lege here. 

He urged that we use all of 
our economic strength and pow- 
er of persuasion to promote the 
economic and political federation 
of western European nations so 
that they could preserve the dem- 
ocratic tradition and again be- 
come self-supporting, 

He found a “ray of hope” in 
the recent Harvard speech of Sec- 
retary of State George C. Marshall 
in which Marshall expressed, he 
said, deep sympathy with the ob- 
jectives of the resolution favoring 
a European federation. 

Quoting from Marshall's talk the 


sentence which said this Govern- 
ment should render assistance to 
Europe that would provide a cure 
rather than a palliative for its 
troubles, Fulbright interpreted it 
to mean that the State Depart- 
ment had accepted the principle 
of federation but was too cautious 
to say so explicitly at this time. 

“There is no question of dictat- 
ing an unwanted and alien regime 
in Europe,” he added. “It is sim- 
ply a question 6% whether we 
abandon Europe to Communism 
or supply her with the means to 
create, voluntarily, a strong united, 
free and self-supporting commu- 
nity.” 

He urged the necessity for 
prompt and decisive action, al- 
though recognizing that this was 
a course of conduct unfamiliar to 
us in peacetime. Important social 
and political reforms, he said, 
usually are brought about, not be- 
cause men are wise and deliberate, 
but because of the pressure of 
events. 2

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ILLINOIS SENATE 


APPROVES MINE. 
SAFETY BILLS 


Vote Unanimous on Three 


Measures, Which Now 
Await Action by the 


House. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, June 20 
(UP)—The State Senate today 
unanimously passed and sent to 
the House three bills revising 
state mining laws in line with les- 
sons learned from the March 25 
Centralia mine disaster. 

The bills carry out recommend- 
ations of a legislative committee 
which N the Centralia 
ex plosion. 

They Include provisions barring 
coal blasting while any men other 
than blasting personnel are in the 
mines; increasing the number of 
state mine inspection districts 
from 14 to 22; requiring examina- 
tion of mines by state inspectors 
every 30 days, and requiring the 
Mines and Minerals Department 
to set up three additional mine 
rescue stations, equipped with mo- 
bile rescue units, in Illinois coal 
fields. 

One bill prohibits mine inspec- 
tors or any officials or employes 
of the Mines and Minerals De- 
partment from soliciting politieal 
campaign contributions from any 
mine inspector, coal sales com- 
pany or their agents. 

Other provisions prohibit, after 
July 1, 1948, the employment of 
face bosses who are not certified 
mine examiners; set up standards 
for classifying mines as gaseous; 
prohibit smoking and the use of 
open lights in gassy mines, and 
prescribe ventilation, rock-dusting 
and blasting methods. 

The bills were sponsored by 
Senators Merritt J. Little (Rep.), 
Aurora; Ora Oldfield (Rep.), Cen- 
* tralia; D. Logan Giffin (Rep.), 
Springfield; Norman Barry 
(Dem.), Chicago, and John Frib- 
ley (Dem.), Pana. All were mem- 
bers of the investigating nn 
tee.

The city has a margin for - 
tional bond issues of $33 407,444 
under the constitutional limitation 
on debt, it is shown in the an- 
nual report to Comptroller Louis 
Nolte, issued today.

Chairman Wolverton (Re p.), 
New Jersey, told the House that, 
under existing laws, there is no 
alternative for a railroad com- 
pany in such a condition to meet 
the situation voluntarily. He said 
the remaining choice is receiver- 
ship or bankruptcy.

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Union Prolongs 
Street Car and Bus Strike 


By Refusal to Let State Authorities 
Decide Justice of Its Demands, 
The Union Continues Transit Tie-Up 


Since the beginning of the street car and bus 
strike a week ago, the Union officers and their 
advisers have demanded re-arbitration. : 


Mayor Kaufmann and the United States Con- 
ciliation Service offered a plan calling for re-ar- 
bitration by the Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion. The Company agreed to that proposal. The 
Union rejected it. | 


Why did the Union reject 
THIS proposal? 


The proposal, by the Mayor and United States 
Conciliation Service, provides for arbitration of 
differénces between the Union and the Company 
by the Missouri Public Servicé Commission. Such 
action is according to Missouri law. The Com- 
pany agreed. 


The same state commission settled the 
same kind of a disagreement over wages and work- 
ing conditions between the St. Louis Public Serv- 
ice Company and the same Union in 1928. The 
Union was satisfied then. And the public was 
spared a strike. 


Why does the Union now reject this method? 


Why did the Union reject 
THIS proposal? | 


Earlier, the Mayor and United States Coie 


ciliation Service proposed that three impartial 
judges chosen from a list of ten leading St. Louis 
lawyers, decide whether the arbitration award was 
valid. If they found that it was not valid, then the 
Company would agree to re-negotiate or re-arbi- 
trate. To get buses and street cars rolling again, 
the Company agreed to this plan. The Union re- 
jected this proposal. 


Why did the Union reject 
THIS proposal? 


Still earlier, it was proposed to let the Courts 


decide on the validity of the arbiration award. 
Why did the Union officers and advisers reject 


THIS plan? 


The explanation of the Union’s actions may be 


found in the following statement which was made 


to newspapers and over the radio by Union ots 
ficers and their advisers: 


„Unions do not want to go into the courts, 
whether they are formal or informal courts, 
because they are distrustful of them. They 
have had some pretty bitter experiences in the 
so-ealled halls of justice.“ 


In a later statement, these same Union leaders 
referred to the proposal, by the Mayor and the 
United States Conciliation Service, to let the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission decide their de- 
mands as an “invitation to play with loaded dice.” 
In one breath they say they don’t trust the courts.

In the next, they imply distrust of the Missouri 
Public Service Commission. 


If their case is just, why do they fear the 
courts? Why do they spurn efforts of the people’s 
representatives to settle the dispute? If all of us 
showed the same scorn for our courts of law and 
for every other branch of our Government, democ- 
racy would be dead. Only complete anarchy could 
result.

Farley had gone along with the 
so-called judicial reform program, 
but was against the attempted

Georgia, Tydings of Maryland, 
Smith of South Carolina, Clark 
of Missouri, Gillette of Iowa, Van 
Nuys of Indiana, Lonergan of 
Connecticut, Adams of Colorado, 
and McCarran of Nevada. 

The article is definitely “anti- 
Roosevelt.” Its disclosures of con- 
fidential White House conferences 
will bring glee to the Republicans 
and probably deflate the egos of 
leading Democrats who had 
thought they were high in the late 
President's estimation. 

Third Term Thought. 


Farley implies that as early as 
1938 Roosevelt was thinking of 
running for a third term while 
he himsélf was disavowing presi- 
dential ambition for 1940. It was 
Roosevelt's determination to seek 
a third term that caused the 
definite break with Farley, who 
had sccessfully managed his cam- 
paigns in 1932 and 1936. Farley 
also implies, but does not state, 
that Roosevelt was jealous of 
him, although he reports that 
Roosevelt, after urging him to 
run for the New York Governor- 
ship, said that would give him 
the proper background for the 
presidency. 

Farley, an organization Demo- 
erat, seems to delight in revealing 
Roosevelt’s private comment on 
some of the leading New Dealers. 
He relates that in April 1938 when 
he was dining at the White House 
Henry Wallace's name came up. 

“Henry would like to run for 
President,” he (Roosevelt) said 
slowly. “However, I'd father 
have a fellow like Ickes, who, 
at least, is a fighter. Ickes will 
go through with whatever he 
has in mind. But you never 

ow what Henry will do. He's 
in favor of one thing one day 
and something entirely differ- 
ent tomorrow.” 

At another time Farley said 
the President spoke in a differ- 
ent vein about Ickes. Farley 
said Roosevelt thought Ickes 
was responsible for many stories 
that leaked out of cabinet meet- 
ings to Drew Pearson. 

Earlier in the year, Roosevelt 
had asked Farley what he thought 
of Fiorello LaGuardia for the 
Democratic nomination for Sena- 
tor in New York and of Senator 
Robert F. Wagner for the gover- 
norship nomination. Farley re- 
plied that he did not believe the 


Democrats would turn over the, 


party to LaGuardia, whom he de- 
scribed as “an opportunist and 
would desert at a moment’s notice 
if he thought it would be to his 
advantage.” The article then 
quotes Roosevelt as follows: 
“Yes, LaGuardia has a swelled 
head and it’s my guess that he 
has presidential aspirations.” 
Lehman Friendship On ICe.“ 
At that time Herbert Lehman 
was still the New York Gover- 
nor and there was a question 
whether he would run again. 
Roosevelt, Farley indicates, was 
not keen for this when he re- 
marked that Lehman was not 
working as hard as he had been. 


The article continues: 

He's been too busy writing let- 
ters,’ I (Farley) put in facetiously. 
Lehman had written a letter to 
Senator Wagner against the court 
plan, thus putting a beautiful 
friendship on ice.” 

As Attorney General, Homer 
Cummings had been Roosevelt's 
legal adviser and field marsha) for 
the court plan. When asked what 
he thought of Cummings, Farley 
says he told the President thats 
Homer was all right. 


Farley then quotes himself: 

“If he has any weakness it is 
due to the fact that instead of 
advising you what you should do, 
he is always trying to find out 
what you want him to do. I think 
you might have a chat with him 
and try to impress on him that 
he must make his own decisions. 

“I knew the President under- 
stood this reference. Many people 
blamed Cummings for the court 
plan. The President said nothing, 
but from his manner I gathered 
that Homer’s days were *num- 
bered.” 


No Joking About Court. 


Farley reports that he could not 
joke with Roosevelt about the 
Supreme Court. After Justice 
Sutherland resigned, thus opening 
the way for a “liberal” majority on 
the highest court, Farley humor- 
ously suggested Senator Burton K. 
Wheeler Dem.) of Montana, the 
leading opponent of the court plan, 
as Sutherland’s successor. He 
writes: 

“My joke missed fire. The Presi- 
dent snapped, ‘Wheeler's trying to 
use his vote against the Supreme 
Court bill as a springboard to the

Bevin Pledges 
Speed in Europe 
Aid Planning 


Will Brook No De- 
lays Such as 
Marked Moscow 
Parley, He Says. 


LONDON, June 20 (AP) 

RITISH FOREIGN SECRE- 
Ban ERNEST BEVIN de- 

clares that in undertaking a 
co-operative effort for European 
economic recovery under the 
Marshall plan he intends to brook 
no delays such as, those which 
stymied the recent Big Four for- 
eign ministers conference in Mos- 
cow. 

Awaiting a response from Russia 
to a joint British-French request 
that the Soviet Union participate 
in drafting an ald-to-Europe pro- 
gram, Bevin declared in the House 
of Commons last night that “the 
guiding principle I shall follow in 
any talks I have on this matter 
will be speed.” 

“I spent six weeks in Moscow 
trying to get a settlement,” he as- 


serted. “I shall not be a party 
to holding up the economig recov- 
ery ot Europe by the mess of pro- 
cedure, terms of reference or all 
the paraphernalia which may go 
with it.” 

The British press gathered from 
the tone of Bevin's speech that 
Britain and France definitely in- 
tended to go ahead with work un- 
der the suggestions made two 
weeks ago by Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall—either with 
or without Russian participation. 
Marshall urged that a continental 
program outlining economic re- 
quirements be drawn up by “a 
number, if not all European na- 
tions.” 

Soviet sources in London said 
Russian Ambassador Georgi Zaru- 
bin left London three or four days 
ago to discuss the Marshall pro- 
posals in Moscow. 

A Moscow dispatch quoted an 
authoritative foreign source in the 
Soviet capital as saying there was 
good reason to believe Russia 
would have a representative at 
the proposed conference to discuss 
Marshall's plan. 

The absence of a reply from 
Russia on the aid program did not 
deter Bevin from denouncing Com- 
munist maneuvers in Soviet- 
dominated central and eastern 
European states, and he served 
oblique notice on the Russians 
that the western world never 
would stand for suppression or 
liberty. 

“If there is to be a conflict be- 
tween ideologies,” he declared, “I 
shall regret it, but if it is forced 
upon us we must face it. 

“I am quite certain that if there 
is a desire to interfere with the 
free expressions and all the other 
things that go to make up the 
soul of man, it will fail again. I 
know all the theoreticians, I have 
read all of them and in the end 
I rely on the awkward squad who 
don’t obey them.” 

Bevin charged that in Hungary 
and Bulgaria “there is a deter- 
mination to wipe out opposition.” 

“It is most unfortunate,” he 
added, “I am against a one-party 
state. I have always been against 
it. It is developing over a very 
wide area in Eastern Europe, not 
by desire. If it came about by 
desire or opinion, I would say 
nothing about it, but force—that, 
I think, is the wrong approach to 
the whole problem.” 

He blamed the Communists for 
the trouble in Greece, declaring: 
“In Greece, the lifting of a fin- 
ger could stop the civil war. The 
Communists have carried on a 
policy there to disrupt that poor 
little country which, I think, is 
a tragedy.” 

Bevin asserted that Europe's 
foremost problems were “food, 
coal, transport, houses, opportuni- 
ties for people to have a decent 
life.” 

Earlier Commons heard former 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden, 
a Conservative party spokesman, 
accuse Russia of “flagrant” inter- 
ference with the right of eastern 
European nations to govern them- 
selves. Eden, who gained world 
prominence by his opposition to 
appeasing Adolf Hitler in prewar 
days, cited recent developments in 
eastern Europe during the debate 
on foreign policy, and then asked: 

Where is the next move to be? 
Will it be Finland, hitherto com- 
paratively free but where already 
there are rumors of threats 
against the rightwing Agrarians 
and, to a lesser degree, against the 


Social Democrats?

USSIA’S delegation to the United Nations Military Staff Com- 
mittee walked out of a secret session today after protesting that 
the committee, which is planning the United Nations interna- 


tional police force, was following illegal procedure, 


The Soviet withdrawal appeared 
to be a temporary one provoked 
by a procedural point on which 


the United States, Britain, France 
and China overruled the Russians. 

The committee had met to act 
on an Australian request for clari- 
fication of two articles in the com- 
mittee’s report now under consid- 


eration by the Security Council. 
The questions had been passed 
along by the Council to the com- 
mittee for interpretation. 

Gen. Joseph T. McNarney of 
the United States, current chair- 
man of the committee, overruled 
a Soviet objection that the request 
for clarification did not “convey 
a decision of the Security Council 
as a whole and therefore could not 
be discyssed. McNarney ruled the 
issue “A procedural one” and de- 
cided it could be discussed, the 
Russians tfien withdrew. 

The Council tabled the disputed 
paragraphs and adjourned with 
the procedural question hanging. 
Before adjournment, the Coun- 
cil gave unanimous approval to 
some 25 minor principles guilding 
the still-to-be-formed U.N. force. 
It agreed that no country of the 
U.N. should be asked to increase 
its armed strength to make forces 
available for peace-enforcing ac- 
tion by the U.N. The delegates 
also agreed that some countries 
should be called on to contribute 
such things as bases, equipment 
or supplies instead of fighting 
forces. 

Skirting points on which the 
Russians and other big powers are 
split and a point on which the 
small powers charge discriminar 
tion in favor .of big powers, the 
Council accepted these relatively 
preliminary principles: 

1. Either the Security Council or 
any U. N. nation may suggest 
changes in the size or composition 
of forces made available to the 
U. N. by any Government. 

2. The U. N. forces will be em- 
ployed in whole or in part only by 
decision of the Security Council, 
where the big power veto prevails. 
They shall be used only for the 
period “necessary for fulfillment 
of the tasks” envisaged in peace- 
enforcing sections of the U. N. 
charter. 

3. The forces should be used in 
time to catch aggression at its 
earliest stage. 

On another matter, the Security 
Council overrode a Russian at- 
tempt to block immediate con- 
sideration of a governor for 
Trieste. The vote was 9 to 1, with 
France abstaining. 

Russian Delegate Andrei A. 
Gromyko objected strenuously to 
the British proposal to take the 
governorship of the new interna- 
tionalized territory out of the 
hands of the Big Four powers and 
place it on the Council's agenda. 
He contended the Council could 
not discuss the selection until the 
Italian peace treaty was ratified 
by all the four powers concerned. 
All have ratified the treaty except 
Russia. 

The Council voted 9 to 0 to con-

Truman Seeks 
Civil Rule for 
Guam, Samoa

For many months they were freely 
interchangeable. The writer re- 
members having found in his 
purse examples of all four print- 
ings. They were accepted without 
question, on equal terms, at the 
American post and quartermaster 
exchanges, and at army messes 
and billets. 


In Berlin there was a great 
printing plant of which the Rus- 
sians took possession and which 
was heavily guarded by Soviet 
troops bearing rifles and machine 
guns. Admission was refused to 


Americans. The general belief 


was that on these premises the 
Russians printed their occupation 
marks, without supervision or ac- 
counting. With them the Soviet 
commanders paid off their armies, 
whose pay was two years in ar- 
rears, with the result that the 
pockets of every Russian soldier 
were crammed with occupation 
money. 


They “ell a ready prey to Amer 
ican officers and soldiers operat- 
ing in the Berlin black market 
and using Army supplies, paid 
for by the American taxpayer, 
such as cigarettes, chocolate, cof- 
fee, rations and liquor. There 
were also watches bought at low 
prices in Switzerland by G. Ls sent 
on vacation tours, as well as bicy- 
cles bought or looted from the 
Germans. The Russians paid $10 
in Allied marks for one package 
of American cigarettes, $5 for one 
chocolate bar, and from $500 ta 
$1000 for a watch or bicycle. 

At one time a liquor ration was 
announced. A GI. in Berlin of- 
fered $200 in advance for my 
quart of Scotch, explaining that 
he would resell it to a Russian 
for $300. Many of the Russian 
soldiers wore watches extending 
trom wrist to elbow. They ex- 
pected that each watch, when they 
returned home, would buy a cow. 
It was reported that they were 
stripped of their treasures by the 
Soviet Army authorities on the 
way home, but Ivan Ivanovich did 
not know that. 


Payment of U.S. Soldiers, 


There was no American money 
circulating in Europe, and the 
Army was paid in occupation 
marks, valued at 10 to the dollar. 
Soldiers were encouraged to send 
home as much of their pay as pos- 
sible, and for their convenience 
the Army set up post offices where 
marks were convertible into money

Why the Taxes?

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Still Needed: Real Arbitration 


Unanimous rejection by bus and streetcar 
union members of the proposal to put the trans- 
portation strike befoug the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission leaves the community exactly 
where it was before that idea was brought out, 

On the eighth day of deadlock the transporta- 
tion company licensed by the City of St. Louis 
still fails to provide transport for the public. 
What is required now is what has been the need 
throughout: real arbitration. 

The union's statement together with the una- 
nimity of the voting of its members makes clear 
the vehicle operators did not regard the state 
commission proposal as offering fair arbitra- 
tion. This is an understandable attitude. 

Arbitration by its nature must be impartial. 
The long-accepted way to achieve impartiality 
in labor disputes is to have each side select a 
representative and for these two representatives 
to choose a third or public member as chairman. 

The State Public Service Commission mani- 
festly does not meet this condition. No mem- 
ber of the commission has been selected to rep- 
resent the transportation company in this dis- 
pute. No member has been selected to repre- 
sent the employes. No public member has been 
chosen as an impartial chairman. Thus, the basic 
requirements of tripartite arbitration were lack- 
ing in the proposal which the union turned 
down. 

This is not a judgment on the members of 
the state commission, their good intentions or 
their capacity as commissioners, It is merety 
to say that they were not selected to settle this 
dispute by its parties in the manner which has 
been tested over the years in labor controversies. 

Where do We go now? First, we go back to 
the quasi-public character of the transportation 
company and its employes. Mayor Kaufmann 
set this out sharply in his appeal for settlement. 
But he might have gone so far as to say that 
since public utility employes should give up the 
right to stop work, they are entitled in return 
to special consideration by their employers. 

This is the fair, sound stand of Sumner H. 
Slichter, the Harvard labor relations economist. 
In a New York Times article, reprinted in the 
Post-Dispatch, Prof. Slichter said nearly six 
months ago: 


Workers on special-status jobs should be 
assured that their wages will be reviewed 
ohce a year and incréased as rapidly as 
wages in general rise, ‘ 


The transportation company has failed twice 
by this test. It has failed first to keep the 
wages of its employes up to the general rise in 
wages. Figures on living costs and wages printed 
in the Post-Dispatch showed that the company,’ 
even though enjoying increased profits, has al- 


lowed its wage increases to lag behind both live 
ing cost increases and wage increases in general, 


The company has failed in the second instance 
when its employes havé come before it asking 
for a review of wages. Instead of recognizing 
the special-status character of its employes, in- 
stead of giving them the extra consideration to 
which they are entitled, the company has at- 
tempted to take advantage of their status as 
public utility workers. It has done this by try- 
ing to enforce a wage award which was the 
product not of a génuine arbitration but of a 
rump session with the representative of the 
workers absent. 

This conduct of the company did not justify 
the union in acting in calling a strike which, 
has left the public without transportation for 
more than a week. It doés however show the 
grave nature of the provocation. 

The next move is the Mayor’s. He spoke out 
forthrightly about the obligation of both sides 
to the public. He now should take up where 
he left off. As the public’s agent, he can de- 
mand that this company licensed by the city 
to use the city streets agree to immediate re- 
sumption of impartial arbitration. He can use 
the influence and prestige gf his office to ob- 


tain a union pledge to revive transportation as 


soon as genuine arbitration is agreed to by the 
company. 

If the Mayor cannot évercome this dehdlock, 
then the people of St. Louis will be forced to 
turn to the Governor of Missouri. Under the 
general welfare clause of the state Constitution, 
the chief executive of Missouri holds broad 
emergency powers. A continuing paralysis which 
blights the entire community at an estimated 
cost of $1,500,000 a day is cause enough to look 
to the Governor if local leadership fails. Had 
the King-Thompson Act carried an emergency 
clause, the Governor might by now have taken 
over the company in the name of the state. 

But St. Louis leadership does not need to fail. 

Let Mayor Kaufmann make crystal-clear to the 
company ‘the special-status character of its 
employes. 

Let the Mayor insist on immediate return to 
genuine tripartite arbitration, 

Let him arrange with the disputants for a 
chairman empowered to render a ruling in the 
absence of a majority decision on the part of the 
panel as a whole, 

If Mayor Kaufmann will use the full force 
and prestige of his office, there is every reason 
to believe that the deadlock will be broken and 


‘the strike ended. 


From every point of view loss of more time is 
eostly and senseless.” 


Hard to Believe ; 
Notwithstanding the testimony of Secretary 
Marshall, Chief of Staff Eisenhower and many 
others are to the great importance of the “Voice 


of America” broadcasts, the controllers of the

The Senate plan now is this: to appropriate 
enough to permit continuation of limited foreign- 
language broadcasts now provided by NBC and 
CBS; to allow perhaps $1,000,000 for State De- 
partment administrative expenses in connection 
with these commercial network programs; to 
liquidate the rest of “Voice of America.” 

Such a crackers and cheese program taxes be- 
lief. Can it be that Senator Ball and the other 
Republicans who are falling in with it have no 
better appreciation of the value of short-wave 
broadcasts in presenting honest n*ws about de- 
mocracy to those who are hungriest for it? If 
it is economy the Republicans are thinking about, 
they should consider that the “Voice of Ameri- 
ca“ is probably our least expensive peace and 
security measure. 


How to Be One 

Since ex-Congressman Hamilton Fish is think- 
ing about turning a St. Louis anti-Communist 
monthly into a New York anti-Communist 
semi-monthly, this raises the question of how 
to go about being successfully anti-Commu- 
nist. The thing to do is to support such propo- 
sitions as public housing, FEPCs and relief al- 
lotments, since people are less likely to turn 
Red if protected against the elements, preju- 
dice and poverty; to look sharply for. Commies 
and call them where they stand, but nowhere 
else, since truth is better propaganda than fic- 
tion; and to defend the civil liberties even of 
Reds, since tyranny makes martyrs. All of this 
is elementary, of course, but these little point- 
ers sometimes get lost in the shuffle of being 
anti-Communist, and it is hardly presumptuous 
to point them out even to an old hand like 
Mr. Fish.

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Cartel in Misery 


The price-fixing to which 60-odd artificial- 
limb firms, including McCarthy-Hanger of St, 
Louis, have pleaded guilty, and for which they 
have been fined in United States District Court 
at Washington, is a peculiarly unattractive form 
of an unattractive practice. Like the cartel in 
eyeglasses and the former cartel in Vitamin D, 
it preys upon infirmity, illness and suffering. It 
restricts the number of people whose misfortune. 
is to be alleviated, and for them it keeps the 
price high. 

McCarthy-Hanger was one of several subsidiar- 
ies of J. E. Hanger, Inc., to be fined in the price- 
fixing case. This company has subsidiaries in 
Missouri, IIlinois, Delaware, Indiana and Texas. 
With more than 60 other firms charged with 
conspiracy to violate anti-trust laws, they were 
fined in amounts from $100 to $1000. The larg- 
est fine assessed in the whole group was $3000. 

When profits from the sorry business of price- 
fixing—and in medical supplies at that—run 
into the millions, fines of this size can hardly be 
expected to be a serious deterrent. Unless the 
cartel is broken up even stiff fines would do no 
good, for they eould be passed right on to the 
customers. Subtler means to accomplish the 
same purpose are a comeargaptace in the cartel 


game. The judgment in the artificial limb case 
will be a victory only if it puts a stop to the 
price-fixing, and that hasn’t yet been shown, 
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Anti-Antitrust 


The Senate has done a poor day's business 
in passing the freight rate bill, which would 
exempt railroads from the anti-trust laws, and 
it would be enlightening to know how many of 
the Senators thoroughly ‘informed themselves 
on the implications of this measure before voting 
for it. This bill would place the sanction of the 
federal government on the functioning of rail- 
road companies as a private government in re- 
straint of competition. The result would be a 
domestic cartel as truly against the interest of 
consumers as any international cartel. The 
House -should carefully inform itself of the 
inner meanings of this very significant measure 
before bringing it to a vote. 
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The Strategy of Oil 


Henry Wallace is “confident our Navy would 
fight if Russia got into Turkey because our 


Navy is determined to get Saudi-Arabian oil.” 


Mr. Wallace favors our maintaining access to 
Middle Eastern oil. He merely stipulates that 
Britain and America should share access to the 
oil fields with Russia. In the Atlantic Charter, 
the United States and Britain pledged themselves 


to further the enjoyment of all states, great 
or small, victor or vanquished, of access on 
equa] terms, to the trade and to the raw 
materials of the world. : 


Considering what the American air force did 
to Romanian oil fields in the late war, and 
considering the comparative nearness of the 
Middle East refineries to air bases available 
to any supposed enemy, the strategic value of 
Middle East oil is questionable anyway. 

Only a dribble of oil leaked through from 
Ploesti to the Luftwaffe after the B-29’s did 
their job. Also, there is the matter of trans- 
portation. The United States sent many tankers 
of “lend-lease” oil to Russia through the Nor- 
wegian sea. But it got through at a terrific cost. 
More than 90 per cent of some of our convoys 
were destroyed by Nazi bombers based in Nor- 
way, ! 

Sober second thought suggests we would do 
better, in guaranteeing oil for a future war, to 


look to our home resources. Our oil fields may. 


as the experts predict, be exhausted in 12 more 
years. But there is an inexhaustible supply of 
soft coal from which gasoline and fuel oil can 
be gbtained. 8 

The Bureau of Mines says that gasoline can 
be made from coal now at 12 cents a gallon, 
and the prospect is for research to reduce the 
cost to 6 cents. Even the higher figure seems 
lower than anything that could be expected 
on Middle Eastern oil after enemy bombers got 


in their blows at the oil fields and the tankers. 
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A Better Light 


J. Edgar Hoover would like to delete 11 words 
from hb Senate committee testimony on the 
Kansas City vote fralids in order, as our news 
story says, to put Attorney General Clark “in 
a better light.” The 11 words have chiefly to 
do with how many Kansas City Star employes 
the FBI did not question.

The opponents of the Stratton bill to 
allow 400,000 DPs to enter the United States 
in the course of the next four years are 
men of many fears. Some fear that the 
addition of 400,000 to our population will 
make the other 130,000,000 inhabitants 
poorer by just so much as the new immi- 
grants consume. Others fear that the in- 
fusion of so many “foreigners” into our 
“Anglo-Saxon” country will pollute our cul 
ture and our ideals, 


There is a tendency among them to look 
back, with the D. A. R., to the days of '76 
as a kind of golden age when our popula- 
tion was as yet unpolluted by the diverse 


streams which have built the country. 


When We Were Very Young 


Yet ironically enough, even in the days of 
this country’s youth when no more than 
the fringe of the continent had been settled, 
there were already men who felt that im- 
migration should stop, They felt, as do the 
opponents of the Stratton bill, that all were 
bound to be made poorer if the gates were 
held open. ; 


The Scots-Irish from Ulster made up one 
of the largest waves of eighteenth century 
immigration. This hardy stock had in the 
previous century been pushed out of Scot- 
land into North Ireland by economic as 
well as political pressures, In the eighteenth 


century oppression in Ulster was driving 
large numbers to America; and for a long 
time tolerant Pennsylvania was their fa- 
vorite destination. 


Way back in 1729 in Philadelphia (a eity 
at the time of less than 20,000 souls), Wil- 
liam Penn’s secretary, one James Logan, 
watched with misgivings as ship after ship 
came into the harbor bearing immigrants. 
He wrote his fears to a friend: 


Said Mr. Penn’s Secretary 


“It looks as if (North) Ireland is to send 
all its inhabitants hither, for last week not 
less than six shéps arrived, and every day, 
two or three arrive also. The common fear 


is that if they continue to come, they will . 


make themselves proprietors of the prov- 
ince, It is strange that they thus crowd in 
where they are not wanted.” 

Since James Logan wrote this letter, 
Philadelphia has grown from a city of less 
than 20,000 to one of close to 2,000,000; and 
the threatened province of Pennsylvania, 


which could not have had over 150,000 in- 


habitants in Logan's day, to more than 
9,000,000. 

But though his fears have been disproved 
a thousandfold, the ghost of James Logan 
still lives on, There are still some Ameri- 
cans who are afraid of what immigration 
will do to this country. 


Our Traffic With Fascists

In his latest book, “Why They Behave 
Like Russians,” John Fischer offers a 
whole chapter of suggestions or notes on 
“Getting Along With the Russians.” That 
chapter should prove a: valuable guide for 
Congressmen, Senators, and diplomats who 
bear the burden of peace for the next cen- 
tury. 

Fischer isn't an optimist where Russia 
is concerned, but neither is he a fatalist. 
He thinks it is possible for us to “get along 
with Russia”—at least until the “present 
grinding adjustments to the new two-power 
arrangement have been completed.” If we 
can manage to get along until these ad- 
justments are achieved, and if the balance 
can’ be held to an armed truce until the 
mep in the Kremlin have time to get over 


their fear and mistrust of prosperous, 


strong and democratic nations, then, he 
says, we at least have a chance to convert 
the armed truce into peace. 


Fischer says, though, that “while we are 
about it we must remember to avoid one 
mistake which would, be easy—and disas- 
trous—to make, We must never let our- 
selves be.tempted into supporting reaction- 
ary ruling cliques simply because they 
scream loudest against the Communist.” 

“Whenever we prop up a Franco in 
Spain,” continues Fischer, an Ubico in 
Latin America, or a corrupt gang of Kyo- 
mintang landlords in China, we are betray- 
ing our own cause, They may be able to 


sit on the lid for a few years, but they can 


néver give us the friendship of their people. 

“Our true allies in all the world’s poverty 
areas are the vigorous progressives, the 
apostles of derhocratic revolution. They de- 
serve a good deal more forthright backing 


than we have usually given them. In China, 


for example, we could have used our eco- 
nomic aid long ago to force a thorough- 
going reform of the festering Kuomintang 
dictatorship.” 


In one way or another this warning has 
been sounded dozens of times before John 
Fischer penned it so emphatically. Yet it 
seems to have fallen mostly on deaf ears. 
To date there are no pronounced signs 
emanating from the State Department to 


indicate that our policy toward Franco, 


Peron, or the “gang of Kuomintang land- 
lords” is to be revised. If anything, the 
signs point toward the very mistake which 
Fischer says would be disastrous.

Serge Koussevitzky was once accosted in 
the Green Room by a feminine enthusiast 
who had obviously been transported into 
another and a higher realm by the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra concert she had just 
heard. 

“Dr. Koussevitzky, I know who you are,” 
she exclaimed. “You are GOD.” 

“I know my responsibilities,” answered 
the doctor proudly. 

Moses Smith, whose controversial biog- 
raphy of Koussevitzky has just been pub- 
lished, also knows his responsibilities. His 
tribute to the Boston conductor does not 
imply that deification is in order, but it 
is a handsome and just tribute just the 
same. 

First of all, Smith admits without ecavil 
that Koussevitzky is one of the three great 
conductors in practice in America, He also 
cites chapter and verse to show that Kous- 
sevitzky’s service to American music has 
exceeded that of any other—American or 
foreign. Finally, he makes it quite clear 
that Koussevitzky’s life IS music, with 
everything else on the fringe. His conse- 
cration to his profession was priest-like, 
his zeal was—and still is—that of a mono- 
maniac. «So he has accomplished wonders 
with the Boston Orchestra and with the 
musical life of every community in which 
he has worked, 

There are many sides to Koussevitzky, how 
ever, He is a genius, but he is vain,tyrannical 
and sometimes humorless. He also neg 
lected to learn his profession from the 
ground up. His slowness with a score 
made him enlist the services of a pianist 
when he was studying a new work, to get 
the sound of the music in his ear. As a 
conductor he was preoccupied with color, 
and sometimes to the neglect of line, ba- 
ance and rhythm. 

These strictures are all set down with- 
out malice and in good, clear, intelligible 
prose. There is not the slightest indica- 
tion that the author was trying for a suc- 
cess by scandal. His obvious purpose was 
to present a complete record of one of the 
most arresting figures in twentieth century 
music. And in this, I would say, he has 
succeeded admirably. ;

This simple novel of Maine lobstermen 
throws into relief the relationships and 
events growing out of the boyhood friend- 
ship of white Justin Sand and Negro Hi- 
ram Eddy, and the growth of Justin into 
aman who puts drive, strength and ruth- 
less ambition above all else.

Cup matches that late in the 
year would be no good,” Dudley 
declared. “Golf is at a standstill 
here in the late months of the 
year. We have a good choice of 
locations if we could play in Sep- 
tember or early October but we 
couldn’t do an adequate job of 
staging the matches later than 


| that.” 


Dudley said that he was certain 
American preference would be for 
postponement until the spring of 
1948 if the British team couldn’t 
be here to compete by the first 
week in October this year. Thus, 
the matches would be off for the 
ninth straight year since war in- 
terrupted them in 1939. 

Advised of an objection by 
R. T. C. Roe, British P.G.A. secre- 
tary, to commercial sponsorship of 
the cup matches, Dudley said, 
“There's no doubt about our hav- 
ing a sponsor when we play.” 

Dudley said that Moraine Coun- 
try Club, Dayton, O., was the No. 1 
prospective site for the matches 
if they are postponed until the 
spring of 1948. Other possible lo- 
cations, he said, are Portland 
(Ore.) Golf Club and Hermitage 
Country Club at Richmond, Va. 

“Trouble with the British is 
they aren’t willing to give up any- 
thing over there to make the trip. 
They object to shuffling their 
‘tournament schedule to make 
room for the American trip. We 
would have to cancel a couple of 
our tournaments here to work the 
matches in, too, but we're willing 
to do it for the proper dates.” 


Poughkeepsie 
Lineup Favors 
California U. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N.Y., June 20 
(AP)—A close five-way finish 
shaped up today in the forty- 
fourth Poughkeepsie regatta with

No Trains—Just Boats. 

There will be no observation 
trains tomorrow.

Black market op- 
erators began to make use of 
these facilities for turning their 
gains from the Russians into dol- 
lars, which were sent to relatives 
or banks in America, and even- 
tually became a charge against 
the United States Treasury. Some 
individuals were reliably reported 
to have amassed profits ranging 
from $50,000 to $150,000. Smart 
ones figured out and sequestered 
amounts that would be required 
for federal income taxes on their 
profits. They had no fear save 
for the Bureau of Internal Reve- 
nue. 

For the average G. I. the Russian 
soldier was the easiest of illiterate 
easy marks. A story was told of 
one American soldier who was rid- 
ing along a Berlin street on a bi- 
cycle which had lost its handle- 
bars. He was stopped by an ad- 
miring Russian who was struck 
by this “new, self-steering Ameri- 
can bicycle.” He had visions of 
riding with arms free for carrying 
bundles, The quick-witted Yank 
not only got $500 for the vehicle 
but compelled the Russian to 
throw in as a bonus another bi- 
cycle complete with handlebars. 
The American did not wait to see 
the Russian make his first experi- 
ment with the self-steering“ con- 
trivance. 

It now seems that the Russians 
were not so credulous as they ap- 
peared. The Soviet occupation 
marks cost nothing, while the 
American marks were backed by 
the American Treasury and, what 
was more to the point, by tangible 
American commodities.

The second blunder was that of 
accepting on equal terms all four 
kinds. of occupation marks, espe- 
cially the Rusgian species. It was 
not until 18 months after V-E day 
that the American authorities, fol- 
lowing an example worked out 
previously in the British zone, set 
up a one-way scrip, in cents and 
dollars instead of marks. 

All occupation marks were 
called in. It was possible to buy 
reichsmarks with scrip, but not 
scrip with marks. The new cur- 
rency was valid only in the Amer- 
ican zone, and was the only me- 
dium accepted at American ex- 
changes and post offices. A Sol- 
dier could gain as much as he 
liked in the black market. But 
his marks were useless outside 
the American zone in Germany, 
and could no longer be sent home 
in the form of dollars. 
Throughout the American zone 
Russians, Frenchmen and English- 
men suddenly found themselves 
“broke.” The loudest screams 
came from the Russians, whose 
printing presses had become use- 
less overnight for the purchase of 
American supplies. But in the 
meantime they had succeeded. 
through American black market 
operators, in unloading $250,000,000 
of worthless currency upon the 
American Treasury.

Than Their Fathers

GHICAGO, June 20. 
HE college freshman today was pictured as 
softer than his grandfather or father and 
slowly breaking down under the speed, strain 
and uncertainty of modern day living. He was 
described as pre- 
ferring his fresh air 
through the vents 
of an automobile 
and using a sun 
lamp on his skin in 
lieu of sunshine. 
These were the 
observations of Dr. 
J. Howard Beard, 
director of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois 
Student Health 
Service at Urbana. 
Dr. Beard said 
incoming students 
have become more 
and more the vic- 
| tims of automatical- 
ly controlled environment, manufactured enter- 
tainment and artificiality. 7 
They are beset by worries, harassed by fears 
and becoming psychneutoric. 
They are too frequently indulging in “pick-m 
ups —cokes, smokes and coffee hours. ; 
They are engaging in excitement which ac- 
celerates the pulse and elevates the blood pres- 
sure. | 
Escapes, mental crutches, emotional stabiliz 
ers and sedatives are being sought for relief.

“THEY ARE longing for security,” Dr. Beard 
said in a report published by the Illinois Health 
Department. 

‘They are showing the effect of lack of hous- 
ing, economic pressure and seeing the clouds of 
another war before the last one is hardly over.

“Heredity, diet, use of tobacco, the ever-in- 
creasing tempo of living and the problems of 
life itself are causes,” Dr. Beard explained. 

“Length of live is generally in inverse prepor- 
tion to the rate of living; the faster lived, the 
sooner over.“ * 

Dr. Beard pointed out that students also are 
beginning to show up with congenital defects of 
the heart.

“THE CAUSE of this condition is largely one 
speculation. The occurence of malformation in 
children of women who had a virus disease like 
German measles during pregnancy suggests fur- 
ther investigation,” Dr. Beard said. 

A third disease, tuberculosis, is appearing in 
from 5 to 15 college students in every 1000. Her- 
nia is a common finding and malnutrition com- 
mon, even in students from well-to-do homes. 

“Many of these parents often know no more 
about vitamins than they do about the construc- 
tion of the atomic bomb,” Dr. Beard declared.. 


Stepladders

TEPLADDERS are useful in proportion to 
8 their height. They also are perilous in pro- 
portion to their usefulness. . 

A low stepladder is comparatively safe. On the 
other hand, it puts you in reach of very little 
that you could not get by standing on a chair, 
a box, or on tiptoe. 

It follows that the only way to attain a really 
desirable object is to stand near the top of a 
tall stepladder at imminent risk for life and 
limb. This reduces “Safety First“ to safety seo- 
ond, third or fourth, according to how high you 


elimb.

THE MOST USEFUL stepladder is one from 
8 to 10 feet high, standing on uneven, ground 
with safety reduced to the fourth degree. The 
more desirable the object you are after the more 
unsteady the ladder will be. ‘ 

The stepladder may, of course, be steadied by 
gomeone who volunteers to stand and hold it. 
But volunteers are generally occupied with more 
important matters and will expect you to wait 
for them to show up. 

* 


* * 

THE EMPULSE is therefore strong not to wait 
for the volunteer but to steady the ladder your- 
self by throwing your weight from side to side 
Should you throw your weight too far and the 
ladder gets from under you there is the possi- 
bility that you can grab something over your 
head and hang on until the volunteer arrives 
and puts the stepladder back under you, 

People who stand on tall stepladders are con- 
scious of the danger involved. They know it is 
a foolish risk and that the object they are after 
is not worth a broken limb or internal injuries. 

However, there is the object luring them on, 
One more reach and they will have it. Then, 
having attained the object and climbed safely 
down, they vow and declare that never again 
will they be so silly and take so grave a chance, 
But they always do.

No Hocus Pocus About Cooking Fish 


Follow a Few Rules, Says Expert, and You'll Have Food Fit for Gods—-The Subject of Sauces

VER since man invented the 
first hook, he has made a most 
complicated business 


jumping lures, hundreds of vari- 
colored flies, self-winding reels 
and whatnot. Yet, apparently, it 
has never occurred to the simple 
soul to spend a little time and 
care on the cooking of his catch. 
Nine fishermen out of ten have 
the fish scaled and cleaned, then 
take them home and toss them to 
the Little Woman. She promptly 
rolis them in an ocean of flour 
or cornmeal and fries them up as 
solid as a beaverboard, whereupon 
the poor chump eats them and 
never knows what he’s missing. 


There is no hocus-pocus about 
cooking fish, despite what some 
chefs and amateur gourmets may 
tell you, It is a very simple matter 
and a few rules, observed to the 
letter, will make all the difference 
in the world, They are: 

1, Do NOT let the fish stand 
around in water. This is impor- 
tant, It will become soft and 
flabby. 

2. Rub your fish well before 
cooking with generous quanti- 
ties of lime or lemon juice. It's 
much better used before cook- 
ing then after. Do not be afraid 
to salt the fish. 

8. In baking a fish, grease the 
pan well with olive oil and 
dredge the fish lightly with 
flour, 

4. A dry baked fish is a com- 
plete flop so put some strips of 
fat bacon or salt pork over the 
fish, 

5. Baste often and I mean 
often. If too dry, add butter or 
olive oil to the pan. 

6. A bayleaf or two will help 
a baked fish, 

Now if you can snare yourself a 
good baking fish of four pounds 
or better, clean it in this fashion: 

Instead of alitting it down the 
belly in the customary style, cut 
it down from ‘the backbone to the 
inside of the belly, but not through. 
This cannot be done without a 
fairly heavy SHARP knife. Let

the flap fall down and clean the 
inside, Now make a dressing of a 
tablespoon, and a half of butter, 
melted in a saucepan. Stir in a 
cup of cracker or bread crumbs, 
one teaspoon of chopped onion, one 
teaspoon of chopped capers, salt, 
pepper and a pinch of chopped 
parsley. Moisten with milk or 
water, stuff the fish, fold up the 
flap, sew and bake as directed. 
Here is a baked fish recipe 
widely used on the west coast and 
very toothsome indeed. A red 
snapper is the best subject but 
the trick works well with pike, 
bass or lake trout providing it is 
of sufficient size. Wash and dry 
your fish with a clean cloth, rub 
it inside and out with lime juice 


and let stand on ice for six hours. 
Take a cup of any mild grated 
cheese and mix with a tablespoon 
of onion pulp, a crushed clove of 
garlic and three cups of chopped 
almonds. Moisten the mixture 
with a cup of milk. Now add a 
little nutmeg and a powdered bay 
‘leaf. Spread this mixture on the 
fish and cook in a medium oven 
until tender, basting all the time. 
ee Se 


A famous old standby in Ore- 
gon, used on large trout or white- 
fish, is to stuff the handsome 
victim with slices of bacon and 
slices of lemon. Do not sew up. 
Put in the baking pan resting on 
leaves of lettuce and pop into a 
hot oven. Reduce the heat in a 


few minutes to about 350 degrees 
and cook until tender, basting fre- 
quently. Remove from the oven, 
discard the lettuce leaves and 
serve. This is readily adaptable 
to any fish of baking size. 

An excellent method of cooking 
fish steaks is to put them in the 
baking pan, sprinkle with salt, 
pepper and a little flour. Cover 
with a couple of cups of milk and 
bake for about 10 minutes. Remove 
from the oven and cover the 
steaks with slices of onion that 
have been browned in fat. Place a 
strip or two of bacon on each 
steak return to oven and cook for 
15 minutes more. A wonderful 
dish that would make all the 
Little Women, all over, mortally 


ashamed of their hard-fry tech- 
nique, 

Of course, there are many fish 
that should be fried on top of the 
stove. Bass, crappie and other 
small numbers should be given the 
lime juice treatment and fried 
lightly in butter. The mistakes are 
made in covering them with a 
peck or two of flour and frying too 
fast. They should be browned 
quickly, then turn the heat down 
and let them cook slowly until 
nice and tender.

The subject of various sauces 
for fish has given the professional 
chefs of the world something to 
debate for many a year. There is 
no space here to go into all the 
hundreds of varieties but every 
amateur should have a few of the 
best up his sleeve for use on oc- 
casion. Here they are: 


Babcock sauce, for boiled fish: 
Melt three tablespoons of butter 
and stir in a half a teaspoon of 
hot mustard. Season with black 
pepper and salt. Now add a cup of 
clam juice, cook for three minutes 
and it is done. 


Beurre Blanc, for any fish: A 
quarter of a cup of vinegar mixed 
with a tablespoon of finely chopped 
spring onion tops, salt and pepper. 
Cook until it is reduced- about 
half, then add, little at a time, 
three tablespoons of butter, beat- 
ing constantly with a whip. When 
the butter is foamy, you are 
ready. 

Basting sauce for baker fish: 
Rub fish bastings through a sieve, 
add some chopped chives and 
chopped spring onion top and a 
pinch of basil. Add a little water 
and cook slowly until it reduces 
about. half. Then put in two table- 
spoons of mild mustard, two cups 
of white cream sauce and some 
finely chopped capers. Cook for a 
minute or two. 


Sauce for fried or broiled fish: 
Cream six or eight sardines with 
four tablespoons of butter, the 
juice of three limes, a teaspoon of 
chopped parsley and one-half tea- 
spoon of onion pulp. Spread on 
fish after it is cooked.

He 
loved when others hated. Today 
we are surrounded by his work.”

It seems fair to conjectufe that 
nine out of 10 players in North's 
position would bid four hearts in- 
stead of three no trump. Yet the 
logic of the latter call should be 
apparent. North was ready to de- 
liver at least seven tricks to 
either a no trump or a heart con- 
tract. South’s opening bid had 
removed the menace of the dia- 
mond situation, and his rebid, 
after he had heard the spade call, 
took care of that suit. North him- 
self could stop clubs, and it was 
likely that South also had some 
values in that department, 

Actually, this deal pccurred in 
a match-point duplicate game, 
and for that reason North’s three 
no trump bid was even sounder 
than it would have been at rub- 
ber bridge. The extra point score 
was not to be despised at dupli- 
cate, and even in rubber bridge, 
where the 100 honors in hearts 
carries some weight, the shrewd- 
est bid on North’s hand would be 
three no trump rather than four 
hearts. 

It may be seen that if North 
had landed at four hearts, the 
opening lead of the club king by 
East would bave resulted in @ 
club ruff by nis partner and the 
prompt cashing of the diamond 
ace for the defeat of the con- 
tract. Three no trump, of course, 
was safe against any defense. As: 
a matter of fact the one South 
who played three no trump made 
five-odd on West’s lead of a 
spade,, because when he cleared 
the club suit, East innocently re- 
turned spades instead of dia- 
monds. At the other tables every 
four-heart contract was defeated!

To Happiness

HY CHILDREN are self-cen- 
8 tered who think that every- 

body is watching them, wait- 
ing to pounce upon them for any 
mistake they make, ready to laugh 
at them for any reason at all. If 
we can manage to get these chil- 
dren to understand that few, very 
few people, are in the least bit 
interested in what they are doing, 
if we can get them to see ‘that 
their happiness lies outside them- 
selves and must be created by 
themselves, we can help them 
greatly, * 
But that is not easy to do. Self 
builds a strong barrier between it 
and our teaching. So M 
this feeling of self-importance that 
it requires a great deal of teach- 
ing ‘and a lifetime’s experience to 


change.

a church bell to call his congrega- 
tion to prayer at his mission in 
Tanganyika, Hast Africa. I had 
hoped to be able to give you, at 
this. time, word from the good 
Father himself. of the arrival of 
the bell in Tanganyika. However, 
that will have to come later. 
Meanwhile, I think you would be 
interested in a letter sent to’ him 
by J. Austin Smith, president of 
the company that obtained the 
bell, so t you will know what 
your contributions have accom- 
plished. 

“Dear Father Delmar: I am 
happy to tell you that ‘the bell 
for Tanganyika’ has been shipped 
aboard the steamship Richard 
Rush and is expected to reach the 
port of Dar-Es-Salaam in about 
one month. 

“I am enclosing herewith the 
necessary documents which will 
enable you to claim and to take 
peqeeneren of your bell. The 
eight charges have been prepaid 
so that you will have no costs to 
ay. It is not believed that your 
ell will be assessable as to any 
import duty because it ig a gift 
and not a purchase. As a further 
reason for duty exemption, the 
bell is not a new one, It is an 
old bell with many valuable as- 
sociations, but its value lies more 
in those intangible dssociations 
than in money value 
“I wish to thank you for the 
pleasure and the joy all of us have 
had in being privileged to be of 
some service to you.”

BSERVING people often com- 
Ou about top crusts of juicy . 

pies losing their crisp flaki- 
ness and becoming soft, wrinkled 
and dark colored as the pie cools. 
Unless vents in crust are kept 
open during baking and first hour 
of cooking, the trapped steam 
condenses on underside of top 
crust where pie cools fastest. This 
softens crust. To keep crust crisp, 
during cooling carefully open up 
vents with paring knife so steam 
can escape. Juice thickens on 


cooling and seals up vents and 
softens crust which sags and lays 
directly on fruit. This produces 
dark color. Then, many cooks 
make top crusts so thin that color 
of fruit shows through crust. Top 
crust should be as thick as bot- 
tom one, 


Gooseberry Pie. 


Pastry for 8-inch double crust, 
one quart gooseberries, one-half 
to one cup sugar, depending on 
sourness of berries; four and one- 
half teaspoons flour, one-eighth 
teaspoon salt, two tablespoons 
butter. 


Roll out slightly more than half 
the pastry and line pie pan. Pick 
over gooseberries, discarding any 
soft ones and removing stems and 
tails, then wash. Combine sugar, 
flour and salt. Sprinkle over ber- 
ries, stirring to distribute. Turn 
into unbaked pie shell, dot with 
butter, brush edge of pastry with 
water. Have pastry rolled for up- 
per crust and cut a design in cen- 
ter for steam vents. Lay over 
filling. Press edges together, trim 
and flute. Bake in hot oven (4 
degrees Fahrenheit) 15 minut 
or until crust’ is delicately 
browned. Then reduce heat to 
325 degrees Fahrenleit (moder- 
ately slow) and continue cooking 
20 to 80 minutes or until berries 
are tender. Five servings.
